Several Men Killed in the United States 
Yesterday — Riot in Delaware. 

Denver, Colo., Nov. (i. — One policeman 
was killed and three were injured in a 
light at a polling place in the lower part 
of the city early to-day. 

Jonesboro, 111., Nov. 0.— In a quarrel 
over politics at Lick Creek last night, 
John Kerby, Democrat, was shot and 
instantly killed. Jack Thornton was ar- 
rested, charged with the shooting. 

Wilmington, Del., Nov. C— A riot oc- 
curred in the third election district of 
Wilmington, which resulted in the de- 
struction of the polling place. The ofQ- 
cers were nearly half an hour late in 
opening the polls, and about a hundred 
negroes had assembled in s\ line waiting 
to vote. When the doors opened they 
saw a white man, James McIIngh, ahead 
of them attempting to vote. This in- 
furiated them, and they assaulted Mc- 
IIngh and Inspector James Dugan, cut- 
ting both seriously. Policeman Sherry 
was also cut in attempting to restore 
order. 

The negroes destroyed the polling booth 
and the registration clerk disappeared in 
the melee. Should the department of 
elections refuse to re-open the polling 
place the Republicans would lose about 
150 votes.

The question of the return of non-Brltlsh 
Ultlanders to the Transvaal has been rais- 
ed upon the continent, and the correspond- 
ent of the Berlin Lokal Anzelger, remarks 
that It will bo "the fault of the Germans 
In Jobannesburg and Pretoria If their coun- 
trymen are not given the preference In the 
distribution of permits to return." 

I am not sure that I rightly comprehend 
the significance of this reference; but I do 
Know that nothing la the attitude of the 
German population In Johannesburg and 
Pretoria during the war justified them In 
expecting favored treatment at the conclu- 
sion of hostilities. Throughout the war the 
foreigners were Infinitely more virulently 
anil-British than were the Itoers. The 
worst of these were the Germans. 

All the consuls In Pretoria, with the not- 
able exception of Mr. Huy, the American" 
representative, anil, perhaps, of the Italian 
consul, were opeulv nntl-lirltlsh. M. An- 
bert, the French consul, was In constant 
confidential consultation with the govern- 
ment and the German consul accompanied 
Mr. Webster-Dnvis on his business trip to 
Natal. The attitude of the entire foreign 
community, official and Individual, was un- 
mistakably, aggressively, anti-British. 

When, in response to the threats of the 
anarchist and revolutionary Johannesburg 
Italian population, tho government, Im- 
mediately after the Begblc explosion, agreed 
to expel all the British residents remaining 
within the republic, not one of these gen- 
tlemen put forth a hand to prevent a scan- 
dalous Injustice. 

Mr. Hay, with Mr. Coulldge, his vice-con- 
sul, and myself were present on the Pre- 
toria platform when, on May 12. a blazing 
hot day, some hundreds of these law-abid- 
ing Britishers were bundled Into a train 
and despatched to Delagoa Bay. Women 
and children, Kaffirs and Malays, greasy 
peddlers, and frightened bank clerks' wives 
were huddler together— thirty-six hours In 
a menngerle wagon, gentlewomen and the 
sweepings of naturalized Whttechapel and 
Bombay.

Ills reply I quote 
exactly as I submitted It to him In an arti- 
cle sent to the l>ally Mall from Pretoria on 
Mac .">: "I regret the loss of mv wm-thv 
law-abiding citizens as much as you do. I 
have nothing against an Englishman as an 
Englishman; Inn yon must remember that 
this nation Is at war with us. Their joys 
are our sorrows: and many of them have 
lost nn opportunity to emphasize the dlffer- 
( nee of their sympathies. They have mark- 
ed our losses with champagne suppers, and 
have gloried In our reverses. When, then, 
so horrible a calamity falls upon us. when 
our experts assure us that It Is the resn't 
of an out rage— naturally the whole popula- 
tion turns against the English as the per- 
petrators. When a deputation comes to us 
nnd delivers the mob's threat to knife the 
British If they are not straightway exiled, 
we feel that It Is best for the English them- 
selves lo be away. And so they are gone. 
The explosion may servo to date their going, 
but has no closer connection with their de- 
parture." 

So fur as I know, there was only one 
case of a champagne sapper held by Bri- 
tish residents In Pretoria during Hie war. 
It took place shortly after the relief of 
Klmberloy, and would never have been 
known to the authorities but for the be- 
trayal of a private ami confidential conver- 
sation by a gentleman of German extrac- 
tion. 

In Johannesburg the Herman neutrals 
were I he terror and detestation of the 
peaceful British residents. They were only 
nine policemen, but they rode about the 
town day In and day out In gaudy, lneetl 
uniforms, spurning the harmless pedestrian, 
and ever watchful of a chance lo Inform 
the authorities of an unguarded phrase or 
a rash expression on the part of a Rrltlsh- 

Before Lord Roberts' entry all of these 
uniforms were carefully packed away, and 
shell- owners were cadging for contracts 
mid fulling over each oilier In (heir eager- 
ness in welcome the conqueror.

the Rcundanavlaii corps In Pretoria res 
plendenl In n gorgeous uniform with a cav- 
alry sabre clanking at his heels. On June 
5 I saw him In sober civilian habiliments, 
cheering the arrival of Lord Roberts. A 
day or two later, I saw on the Grand hotel 
sloop, Cupt. Hassan, the commander or the 
American commando, quietly and unobtru- 
sively dressed. 

I had seen the same man six weeks before 
booted and spurred, with captain's stars on 
bis epaulets, receive at Hie bunds of the 
state secretary a Hag, which tie swore to 
wash In the blood of the British in battle. 
He It was who revealed lo me his plan for 
kidnapping Lord Robert.: from IUoemfon- 
teln. a plan which did not. ston at simple 
capture. He hail been detained In Pretoria 
In the attempt to obtain the release from 
Jail of a noted bank robber whom his corps 
desired as a comrade. 

Of the foreigners who served with the 
Boers In the war. It Is Impossible to write 
with sufficient detestation. Shortly after 
reentered the Transvaal T sent to the Daily 
Mall an account of my voyage by the Mess- 
aged es Mnrltlines steamers Yangtse and 
Glronde. We carried the largest eons'en- 
meul of volunteers the continent contrib- 
uted lo Hie republic during the war.

The Steel Bark Abbey Palmer 
l_— ' Run Into the Empress of 
Japan-

ess Returns to Dock For 
Repairs -Both Vessels 
Uainaatcl. 



It. M. S. limprcns of Japan, dipt, 
l'ybus, returned to the Royal Roads in 
distress nt 10:30 last night. Shu had 
been in collision with the 1,707-ton 
American steel bark Abbey Palmer 
formerly the unfortunate Bluiruiore 
which capsized and sank three yean 
ago in Sun Francisco harbor. The col 
liaion took place off the entrance to the 
.Straits, and the Empress wun so seri- 
ously damaged that Cant. Pybus deemed 
it advisable to return and go into the 
dry dock. The bark was also badly 
damaged, but not so seriously that she 
could not sail on up to the Sound. The 
bark, it seems, crashed into the lOuiprees 
and carried away part of her bridge, 
bulwarks, and stove iu part of her upper 
works, as well as bending some o( her 
plates near the water-line on the port 
side. Her otlleers said that she was 
not .taking in water, but they had last 
Bight given the liner quite a litst. 

The Japan left the outer wharf on 
Monday night for the Orient, and was 
putting the miles between her and the 
Vancouver Island coast until about that 
"darkest hour before dawn," when a 
steel bnrk. luckily in ballast." loomed 
up out of the night, and before a warn- 
ing cry could be shouted, crashed into 
the liner just forward of amidships on 
the port side— near her bridge, in fact. 
The steel bark came into the Empress' 
side bow on, and the seaman who was 
doing lookout duty on the bow of the 
sailing vessel was thrown over on to 
the liner. He fell on to the cover of 
one of the lifeboats, and was picked up 
uninjured. lie was brought in by the 
steamer. It was all confusion on tin- 
Empress, and that the passengers were 
panic-stricken can easily be imagined. 
When the excitement had in a measure 
subsided it was seen that the bark had 
disengaged herself ami was squaring 
away, taking advantage of the fair 
breeze prevailing to come up the Straits 
en route to her destination on the Sound 
to which she was bound from Honolulu 
in ballast. Tt was said on the Empress 
that her bowsprit had been carried 
away and her stem badly broken, al- 
though what other injuries she had re- 
ceived could not be learned. 

The Empress was seen to be badly 
injured, and on examining the battered 
bulwarks, the splintered bridge and the 
bent plates, Capt. Pynus put about and 
returned. He was reported passing 
Cape Benle at noon yesterday, and at 
3:20 passed Oarmanah, where he sig- 
nalled, "Report me to my owners: re- 
pairs necessary." Nothing further was 
learned until the arrival in the Roads, 
when she east anelior and a boat came 
off and landed the purser, who went to 
make arrangements for surveying the 
steamer, etc. 

The purser refused to give any infor- 
mation whatever of the accident, refus- 
ing even to state the name of the hark 
which had crashed into the Empress. 
He would not give an iota of informa- 
tion. He was busy, though, daring 'his 
short stay of two hours ashore before 
ho returned to the steamer. He mndc 
arrangements for a visit from Capt. 
Pevoroaux. master of the dry dock, and 
Capt. Onllister. inspector of hulls, f'apt. 
Devereailx will go on board the liner a' 
S o'clock to make arrangements for 
docking her, if practicable, mid the in- 
spector will inspect her nn hour later. 
To a friend the purser said that In-c 
damage-; vore nnniistakeably serious. 
She will, it is understood, have to dis- 
charge her cargo, hut whether here or 
at Vancouver could not be learned. 

She has a large number of passengers, 
including two who are accounted " hno- 
doos " by the more superstitious. These* 
are the United States consul to Foo- 
ehow, \V. H. Graeey, and his sister, 
who were passengers on the Northern 
Pacific liner Duke of Fife when she 
sprang her leak and had to turn hack. 
The passengers all remained on board 
last night, no one coming ashore from 
the steamer hut the purser. 

The arrival of the bark Abbey Palmer 
will be watched for with interest, for 
she having crushed head on into the 
liner, must be seriously damaged. 
Whether it was foggy or not when the 
accident occurred, or how it was that 
the steamer and sailing vessel did not 
see each other's lights, were matters 
which, among other things, no informa- 
tion was obtainable about last night. 

The Northern Pacific liner Duke of 
Fife, which returned in distress a day 
prior to the return of the Empress, was 
yesterday discharging her cargo at the 
outer wharf, and 'longshoremen were 
piling tip pyramids of flour. There was 
much of this made into dough by the 
water which came into the hold. It is 
said that there was not much more 
than nn inch of water in the vessel 



when she came in, the pumps having 
kept her clear. The leak had not been 
determined last night. 

Capt. Cox was vauch amused by a 
statement published yesterday evening 
that ',' the seams of the big ship were 
letting iu more ami more water, and 
the flour, which, as alleged, was used 
to choke them up, refused to keep its, 
place, and in paste form was oozing out 
around the ship." He says this is not 
true; he always uses mucilage insteh/j 
of flour paste for stopping scums when 
they are letting in water iu eufflr'ionl 
quantity to cause a steamer to founder. 
Hut seriously he said he was. of the 
opinion that the leak was caused by the 
large rolling chalks, on the Vessel ' hav- 
ing strained one t>f the plates. Tin 
weather was very had, the worst en 
countered in his experience, and the ves 
sol hud labored very heavily. She will 
go into the dry dock for repairs wl 
her cargo has been taken out.

On her last trip from Ladysmith to 
Tacoma with ore from the .Mount 
Sicker mines, the steamer Oscar, of tins 
city, according to a letter received yes- 
terday by hei owners, was overhauled 
by the United States revenue steamer 
Guard and made to go back to Friday 
h rubor,' on the claim that she had passed 
a port of entry, anil, being a foreign 
steamer, should have gone in there to 
enter. She was overhauled this side of 
Deception Pa.-s, and as the wind anil 
tide were against her on going back, 
Capt. Stromgren objected, whereon the 
officer in command of the Guard, Liout.- 
Couiuiander Ilellinger, said hi' would 
seize tin- Victoria steamer if she did not 
return to Friday harbor.

Capt. Joe 
Quadros. her owner nnd master, is a 
(ruder in every sense of tin- word. lb' 
had a store at Knight's Inlet, where he 
makes his home — when at home — but 
owing to the continued absence of all 
but the younger Indians, who have gone 
potlatching. hop-picking, fishing, trap- 
ping, etc., he has closed the store and 
carried the commodities which find a 
sale among the Indians to them wher- 
ever they are to be found. He visits 
all the Siwnsh trapping camps, nnd in 
the springtime his vessel usually conies 
down laden with mink, marten, wolver- 
ine, benr and other skins found on the 
British Columbin coast between here 
and tlio north end of Vancouver Island. 
These skins lie buys for cash or iu trade 
from the Indians, nnd finds a market 
for them here. During the fishing sea- 
son he puts up salt salmon, oolHmns. 
etc., ami combines everything, in fact, 
in his day's work. His vessel was 
caught in the recent southeaster in tlio 
Culf, and had her mainsnil ribboned.

THE UWQt/ITOUS SCOTCHMAN. 

Found Everywhere, a Traveler Says, From 
Glasgow to the Golden Onto. 

From New York World. 

A Californlnn who lauded at this port tho 
other day, after a tour through Scotland, 
recounted some of his experiences In that 
Interesting country. "But," said ho, "vou 
don't get away from the Scotch when "yon 
leave Scotland. Tlioy seeu to be ubiquit- 
ous. When I took passage from New York 
at the Scotch port of Glasgow, I found that 
the ship and all Its enginery were Scotch; 
that the captain and purser were Scotch; 
that the crew were Scotch, nnd that plenty 
of the passengers were Scotch nntlves who 
spoke the English language In the Scotch 
way. When I glanced „c the ships Horary 
I saw not only the works of Sir Walter 
Scott, Kohert Burns, ami others among the 
older Scotch authors, hut also lots of the 
new Scotch novels, half of which were full 
of that Scotch vernacular which only a 
Scotchman can understand, and when I 
tried to rend some of them they were like 
Gr«ek to me. We heard Scotch songs In 
the cabin, us well as In the steerage, all 
through the voyage, and the sound of them 
struck the sea, the sky, nnd the circum- 
ambient atmosphere. One day some of the 
passengers danced a Scotch reel on deck, 
wh'lc a Highlander who wore kilts played 
Hie Scotch bagpipes. Aboard ship we had 
Scotch whisky, which seems to bo a favor- 
ite tipple oven In New York, and I guess 
that all our comestibles, from tho mutton 
to the mustard, were genuine, unadulter- 
ated Scotch. We had Scotch from day- 
break to sunset and by moonlight. 

"One night a Scotchman told stories 
about the great men of his country who 
rule half the world, telling us that the 
first governor general of the new Com- 
monwealth of Anstrallln Is Scotch, that the 
last viceroy of India was Scotch, that tho 
British Minister nt Teklng Is Scotch, that 
the Dominion of Canada has nearly always 
had a Scotch Governor General, that the 
lender of tho Liberal party In Parliament 
Is a Scotchman, that the Czar of Russia 
has a gigantic Scotchman to guard him, 
and that the chief eunlch of the Shah of 
Persia is a Scotchman. Queen Victoria 
has the blood of the Scotch Stuarts In her 
veins, nnd, though she was born In Eng- 
land she lives most of her time In Scot- 
land. As this Scotchman talked to ub 
aboard ship, he tried to make us believe 
that Scotland was the biggest country In 
all creation. 

"But we didn't get awny from Scotlnnn 
when we left the ship. As we neared the

Port of New York we saw the Scotland 
Lighthouse, and were told that Scotch 
Plains were In New Jersey. The first night 
after I landed here 1 went to the theatre 
and there heard the music of 'Bonnie An- 
nie Laurie,' nnd 'Auld Lang Syne.' Next 
morning when I went to breakfast at the 
hotel the waiter asked me if I would tlrst 
take some Scotch oatmeal and when I 
strolled out Into the corridor I met an old 
acquaintance who said it was a good thing 
to begin the day with a hot Scotch.' Ho 
next asked me to Join a party who were 
going to the links (that's Scotch) to play 
the Scotch game of golf, the lingo of which 
Is broad Scotch. At the links I noticed 
that several of the players had sprigs of 
Scotch heather pinned to their Scotch golf- 
ing suits, and one of them seemed to be 
proud of a Scotch thistle. They spoke of 
caddies and clucks and tees and putters, 
mashles, letters, niblicks, brassies, bud lies, 
drives, nnd other Scotch curiosities. It was 
ail Scotch of Scotlauda own kind. 

"When I asked a Scotch member of our 
pnrty about the Scotch In New York he said 
there were Scotch Institutions here, like 
the St. Andrew's Society, the Caledonian 
Club, the Burns Society, nnd the Scottish 
Society, which hold celebrations every year 
in honor of the peasant-poet of Scotland, 
on which occasion their members eat Scotch 
haggis and listen to the Scotch bagpipes, 
that President McKinley belongs to the 
original Scotch Macs; that the Secretary of 
state had Scotch ancestors; Hint the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture is a Scotchman, and 
that most of the other members of Mr. 
McKlnley's cabinet are of Scotch descent, 
more or less. Then he told me that, in 
addition to all the Scotch In this country, 
there are millions of excellent people be- 
longing to what Is called the Scotch-Irish 
stock. 

"And so you see,' said the Californlnn. 
whose brief talk Is here given, "that I did 
not get entirely away from Scotland when 
I took ship at Glasgow, bound for New 
\ ork, where so many Scotchmen hang up 
their hats. Why, my own grandfather on 
the mother's side was an Ulster Scotchman 
born in Belfast, and I guess that's why he 
struck It rich when be went out to Cali- 
fornia with the Argonauts of *40." 



SUKGBRY IN OLD POMPEII. 

Instruments Discovered in Course of 
Excavations in the Ruined City, 

A recent discovery in the excavations 
going on at Poinped shown in a very 
striking way the truth of the old adage 
that there is nothing new under the sun. 
The titid consisted of a number of surgi- 
cal instruments. 

Among them was a collection for use 
in a special branch of surgery, which, 
with the exception of the workmanship 
and finish, are almost exact duplicates of 
those now used by surgeons. 

There is an instrument considered in- 
dispensable to day by the gynecologist, 
from the invention of which Marion 
Sims, the famous American surgeon, 
made a great deal of reputation nnd 
money some years ago, but this same 
speculum was in use in Pompeii in 79 
A. I). 

Most of the others, supposed to be 
the" result of modern knowledge and in- 
genuity, were found in this first century 
surgeon's instrumental case, and it is 
quite evident that, so far as instru- 
ments are concerned, this branch of 
surgery hits made little advance during 
the last 2,000 years.

Sabbath Observance.— There was an 
unusually large attendance at the Minis- 
terial Association conference Monday af- 
ternoon at 2 o'clock, President Hastings 
presiding. Several questions relating to 
the welfare of the community were dis- 
cussed, the Lord's Day Alliance receiving 
some attention and suggestions. It is 
hoped the alliance; will be the means of 
bringing about a greater respect for the 
due observance of the day of rest. The 
secretary read a communication from 
Rev. Fred. Payne, in reply to a resolu- 
tion sent him by the association. Mr. 
Lane, the Bible Society's agent, gave an 
interesting account of his experience 
throughout the province, making some 
suggestions for the furtherance of the 
society's work in spreading good liter- 
ature in addition to the Bible, among the 
people. The meeting, which was quieter 
than could he expected on the eve of a 
genera! election, was brought to a close at 
fi o'clock, Dr. Campbell pronouncing the 
benediction. 



The consideration of the railway by- 
law was again taken up at the meeting 
of the city council last night. Clause 9 
was amended by thu words, " or by rea- 
son of," to read: "The company shall 
be liable for all damages and conse- 
quences arising through the act, neglect 
or default of the company occurring in 
the course of the construction or during 
or by reason of the operation of the 
works herein contemplated within the 
municipality; and shall pay all claims 
for damages for compensation arising in 
respect of property injuriously affected 
thereby for which the corporation would 
be liable." 

Aid. Williams moved that the words, 
" and shall pay all costs incidental to 
paying for the same and submission of 
the by-law to the electorate," but this 
was lost. 

Aid. Beckwith moved that Clause 8 
be re-committed and amended to in- 
clude "or an alternative route along A 
street. Hay street. First street, Govern- 
ment street from Queen's avenue to Fis- 
gard street, thence to Market square, 
and along Eisgard to Government, and 
thence along Government street to Cor- 
morant street, and thence along Cormor- 
ant and across Store street, to join the 
present track of the Esquimau & Nanui- 
ino railway," 

Mr. Bodwell said that, while he at 
first saw an advantage in the addition 
of the alternative route, he saw now a 
disadvantage in that the electors might 
think the company was asking too many 
privileges. The amendment was after- 
wards withdrawn. 

The Mayor said that it bad been sag 
gested to him that the council should 
insist on the company giving rights o 
running privileges if other companie 
wanted to use the road. 

Mr. Iiodwell said he could not consent 
to that. 

The Mayor thought that as the eit 
were practically building the road, the 
should insist on other companies bein 
allowed running rights. 

Mr. Bodwell took exception to the 
statement that the city were practically 
building the road. The estimates showed 
that the cost would be $700,000. 

The Mayor said he did not see where 
Mr. Bodwell got the $700,000. Ho was 
informed that the ferry could be built 
for $75,000. 
Mr. Bodwell— More like !?i75,000. 
Aid. Williams said he was informed 
ferry steamers on Lake Michigan were 
built for $225,000. 
Aid. Yates suggested that as the com- 
I pany was getting a permanent use of 
j market building, it should pay a rental 
for the streets after the 23 years pro 
vided for in the agreement expired. 
Mr. Rodwell said the company couli 
j not pay anything. 

A new clause, entitled Clause 20, was 
added, to the effect that no Chinese or 
I Japanese were to be employed on the 
construction or operation of the road or 
works in connection, and that damages 
to the extent of .$;"() per day were to be 
paid for each Chinese or Japanese em 
ployed.

To-day the voters of the Dominion will 
decide which of the two great political 
parties, the Conservative or the Liberal, 
ahnll he entrusted with the government 
of the country for the next four years. 
A most active campaign has been car- 
ried on from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
which closed last night with rallies in 
the centre*) of population. In British Co- 
lumbia the campaign opened without the 
■usual amount of enthusiasm, accounted 
Tor by the fact that the present year hud 
Seen two general provincial elections nnd 
two sessions of tho legislature, with I 
more polities than the average man cares 
for in bo short a space of time. As the 
campaign advanced, however, the old 
war horses got hack in tin? ranks and the 
candidates and their friends got off their 
coats and went to work. Meetings have i 
been held each evening for the past I 
fortnight, and the issues thoroughly dis- 
cussed. 

There has been little betting on the re- 
sult, the supporters of the Liberal can- 
didates, particularly in Victoria, asking 
for odds. Some of those wishing to wager 
their money on Messrs. Earle and Prior 
got takers at .$150 to $100, but a num- 
ber of standing offers at those figures 
found no takers. In Nanniino the gam- 
biers, who are not moved by sentiment, 
were inclined to back Capt. Wolley. 

The polls will lie open from am. until 
5 p.m., the polling places for Victoria dis- 
trict being: Market hall; Agricultural 
hall, Cndboro Bay road: Temporunee 
hall, Cedar Hill; Speeds' Cottage. Boles- 
kino road; Price's hotel, Parsons Bridge; 
Masonic hall. EHqtiiina.lt, and Metchosin 
hall, Metchosin.

ARMY AND NAVY. 

Sermon by Rev. Dr. Campbell at First 
Presbyterian Church Sunday. 

A large congregation assembled in the 
First Presbyterian church last Sabbath 
evening, at the annual soldiers', sailors' 
and sealers' service. The singing by 
the choir was much enjoyed, and the 
pastor gave an appropriate address. He 
paid a high compliment to the British 
army and navy. Those who said that 
Britain lost prestige in the war in South 
Africa did not consider the difficulties 
our army had to contend with. No 
army of any other country would have 
done better — none would have done as 
well. The foe were brave, tactical, 
wtdl prepared; the country rough and 
mountainous, with the passes, and 
strategical positions in the possession of 
the enemy. Our nwn have shown hero- 
ism of which Britain has reason to be 
proud— heroism never surpassed by sol- 
diers, in ancient or modern times. While 
the army of Britain is a mighty power, 
the pride of Britain is her navy, and 
both were never better officered, better 
drilled and had braver men than at 
present. The fact thnt the military 
power of Britain was so great has pre- 
vented more than one war during the 
last decade. The South African war 
had federated the colonies, and in a 
great measure consolidated the military 
power and commercial industry of the 
British Empire. A high degree of 
praise was bestowed on the oflloors nnd 
men of the Canadian contingents, o? 
whose conduct lit Paardeberg and other 
places Canada had vonsou to he proud. 

The Doctor strongly advocated a col- 
lege of International arbitration, which 
in a great measure would abolish stand 
ing armies, settle international disputes 
and prevent war, and thus save life, ex 
pense and worry, and be more in the lini 
of the spirit of the Gospel, for, while tin 
Old Testament sanctioned war under 
certain circumstances, and the Now 
Testament did noi forbid it. yet the do 
vclopment of the Divine scheme of sal 
ration pointed directly to the abolition 
of wnr. 

The first part of tho address was do 
voted to sailors and sealers, in which 
many useful lessons were taught, useful 
in spiritual lines, and practical econ 
omics. 



BRITISH PACIFIC CABLE. 

One Stretch From Vancouver t> 
Fanning Island— TL200 Miles Long. 

The specifications for tho new British 
submarine cables in the Pacific have 
just been published. They call for the 
construction of more than 8,000 miles of 
cable to connect the British colonies of 
Canada, Australia, and New Zealand. 

Owing to the fact that there is no 
British territory between Canada and 
the equator in the eastern portions of 
tlie Pacific, an uninterrupted stretch of 
cable is to be laid between Vancouver 
and Fanning Island, a distance of '.\,'Jt00 
miles, which, allowing the customary 14 
per cent, excess for inequalities, etc., 
will make an unbroken cable of about 
3,(100 miles necessary. 

The new cables will consist of one cen- 
tral copper wire surrounded by a spiral 
of smaller wires. The latter are wound 
spirally, and as they are much less likely 
to rupture during special strains when 
applied in this way, and in case of tho 
breaking of the central wire, the elec- 
trical continuity of the line is preserved 
through the smaller spirally wound cir- 
cuits.

For other nursery stock the fees shall be

SU.50 on any consignment over S25.00 and. 
up to .sr.o.ui In value; and 5 per cent, ad- 
ditional on the value over S50.00. 

When nursery stock, trees or plants are 
found to be infected with Insect pests or 
diseases, a charge of 50 ucr cent, will be 
dded to the forenolui; rates to pay expenses 
of the quarantine oflicers for supervising 
disinfecting and subseuuet Inspections. 

On fruit, viz. apples, pears uud quinces, 
the minimum fee shall be $1.00 for any 
number of boxes up to 31!. and all In excess ■ 
of this number shall be at the rate of three 
cents per box. On fruit packed In barrels- 
the fee shall be SI. 00 for any number of 
barrels up to 10. uud for anv number of 
barrels over 10 the fee shall he at the rate 
of ten cents per barrel. 

It Is furthermore provided that all other - 
varieties of fruit shall be subject to Inspec- 
tion, if deemed necessary, on the same 
terras and subject to the same fees as 
those above mentioned.

Marconi's ^Improvements That 
Make the 8>stem Still 
More Workable. 



iHe Discards Small boles and 
Uses Cylinders of Moderate 
Height.

Probably the most important step in 
{In- advance of wireless telegraphy to- 
ward practical use is that which, has 
just been made by Marconi, The old 
system— for it may be called old now 
that an entirely new one has replaced 
it — consisted of an elahorate set of in- 
struments and apparatus, the chief ex- 
ternal evidence of which was an aerial 
wire suspended from a tall mast. It was 
in tin' height of the mast that the virtue 
of the system was supposed !o ovist. 
Marconi discovered early in his career — 
and yet only a few years ago — that it' 
he doubled the height of his mast he 
could send messaged four times as far. 
It was the so-called law of squares for 
ether air effect. For example he found 
that he could telegraph 100 miles if Ids 
aerial wires were 150 feet high at the 
terminals. It was easy to compute the 
height for crossing the Atlantic with 
ether waves— a wire suspended 750 feet 
above the transmitting station would, 
according to calculation, send a mes- 
sage 2,500 miles— and extravagant pre- 
dictions were made, based upon the pos- 
sibility of establishing communication 
between the Eiffel tower in Paris and a 
huge structure in New York or Wash- 
ington.- Some thought that, if the aver- 
age height of the two aerial wires were 
7.">0 feet, messages could be exchange-!.

ally sent across to the Isle of Wight, 
eighteen miles away. He did not iell 
outsiders of this success, because he felt 
he must first perfect his apparatus and 
plans and that the new system was bet- 
ter than tl'.e old. 

In essential arrangement and working, 
the cylinder plan is not greatly different 
from that of the aerial wire. The trans- 
mitting instruments are practically the 
same, a battery induction coil, earth 
wire, etc., the only change in this part 
of the apparatus being the introduction 
of resistance coils where needed and an 
arrangement for sending "tuned" mes- 
sages. Rut on the outside of the room 
which contains these nothing is to be 
seen. The cylinder stands close at 
hand, upon a table, it may be, insulated 
from any earth connection except 
through the transmitting instruments 
when in action. The receiving station 
presents the same appearance; indeed, 
the stations are till alike, being fitted to 
send and receive messages In the same 
room. When a message is being re- 
ceived the wire leading to the cylinder 
is disconnected from the transmitter 
aiel connected to the receiver. This ar- 
rangement is used of course only when 
a single installation is in operation. With 
the apparatus for differentiating be- 
tween messages which Marconi has 
worked out a number of installations 
may bo working together in the same 
room or building, and then it is pos- 
sible to send and receive just as many 
different sets of message* as then- are 
instruments in capacity. Rut this is a 
further step, and just now Marconi is 
busy with the perfecting of tin- cylin- 
der plan on one installation. 

dust how the messages are sent is 
more of a puzzle now that ever. For- 
merly no one doubted the statement 
that ether waves constituted the element 
of communication. Now this is being 
questioned. Why not earth currents? 
suggest some, and the inquiry is not 
easily answered. The production of these 
high tension impulses might easily ilis- 
turh the electric equilibrium of the 
earth, it would seem, and the very sensi- 
tive receiver in electric harmony, so to 
speak, with the transmitter would re- 
cord this disturbance just as it occurs -

But, alas for scientific prediction, litis is 
not based on experiment.

The experi- 
ments began in his laboratory at Poole 
Harbor, first from room to room with 
receivers only one-thousandth part as 
sensitive as the one he used for regu- 
lar work between France and England; 
then he took his apparatus ottt of doors 
and for several weeks along the beach, 
he went through hundred*) of experi- 
ments, gradually approximating the pro-

It is interesting to note that 400,000.- 
000,000 vibrations in the ether a sec- 
ond produce light and some trillions a 
second produce the X-ray. To the theory 
that this wireless telegraphy is carried 
on through the earth, that is, by dis- 
turbing the earth's electric equilibrium, 
the objection arises that such disturb- 
ance would affect near-at-hand wire or 
cable telegraph systems, dynnmo power 
houses and all sort-; of electrical opera- 
tions. Not so, necessarily, Sound waves 
and light waves do mil conflict because 
their rates of vibration are different.

THE STATUE OF LIBERTY. 
Jt Is Very Badly in Need of a New Coat 

of Paint. 

, From the New York Herald. 

Liberty Enlightening Hie World iH 
widly out of repair. The colossal statue 
designed by Burthokli,. and presented to 
tile United States fourteen years ago by 
citizens of France, is gradually being 
weakened by rust, corrosion, decay anil 
lack of attention. Continued neglect, it 
is said, endanger the structure. 

Responsibility for the preservation of 
the great Ht atue and the completion of 
its interior according to the original plan 
rests with a committee of citizens, many 
of whom have doubtless forgotten that 
they are still custodians of the gift of 
the. French Republic. 

The .statue "was presented to the na- 
tion, and not to the city. A committee 
appointed in 1877 ts t i 1 1 has charge. Wil- 
liam M. EvartH, who for years has been 
retired from public activity, is chairman. 
The other members named in 1877, sev- 
eral of whom are now dead, were Henry 
I''. Spaillding, Samuel D, Babeock, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, Frederic R. Coudert, 
William II. Appleton, Clark Bell, Anson 
Phelps, Stokes, J. Seaver Page, Worth- 
ington Whittridge, William Ciillen Bry- 
ant, Parke Godwin, William W. Wick- 
h.im, John Taylor Johnson, Theodore 
Weston, James W. Pinchot and Richard 
Butler. 

Henry F. Spaulding was for several 
yeam the treasurer of the committee, 
which is known us the "American Com- 
mittee of the Statue of Liberty." Cor- 
nelius N. Bliss is the present treasurer, 
and Richard Butler, of No. 9 Mercer 
street, in secretary. Charles M. Long, 
who is employed by the committee, anil 
lias the titlo of superintendent, Tins 
charge of the statue and the ferry from 
the battery, from which the entire in- 
come of the committee for the mainten- 
ance of the statue is obtained. 

Visitors are charged twenty-five cents 
a round trip, and in summer, when thou- 
sands of tourists visit the island, there 
is quite a surplus above the cost of run- 
ning the boat. In winter the boat does 
not quite pay expenses. 

Bills have been introduced in congress 
for tin appropriation to repair the statue 
and complete the interior of the pedestal. 
They have failed to become laws. The 
committee lias some funds on hand, but 
I they are not sufficient to do the work, 
: which, it is now estimated, will cost 
from $75,000 to $100,000. 

Visitors to the statue are shocked at 
the general appearance of neglect that i 
noticeable from the moment they set foot 
on Bedloe's Island. The walkw are filled 
with ruts and holes. The interior of the 
statue is dimly lighted by . ill-smelling 
kerosene lanterns. The winding stair- 
ways are coated with rust and badly in 
need of painting. 

Portions of the interior of the pedestal, 
which were to have been finished with 
the granite walls, are still fitted with 
rough board partitions, which are black 
and rotten with age. Offensive odors 
come from the vaults behind the parti- 
tions. There is only one watchmn sta- 
tioned at the statue, and, through bis in- 
$£r>ob.00 1 ability to guard all parts of the struc- 
ture, vandals have full opportunity to 
deface the walls and carry away souve- 
nirs.

Cage Sent Down By Mistake 
and With Deadly Re- 
sults. 



Rossland, Xov. 0. — Andrew Hawick, 
mucker in the Nickel Plate mine, was 
killed this morning by the cago descend- 
ing upon him. Howiek was doing some 
temporary work at the 700-foot lever of 
the Nickel Plate vertical shaft, where 
a platform is placed, coming off the the 
paHsago of the steps to the 1,000-foot 
level, or bottom of the shaft. Above 
Howick, at the -100-foot station, two 
muckers mimed Mnnro and Baxter were 
at work. At the 400-foot station chairs 
were in position to prevent the cage from 
oing any further down. The men went 
on shifts thia morning as usual, and 
about o'clock Baxter, it is stated, 
heard, as he thought, Howick striking 
on the pipe for the cage. Accordingly he 
pulled out the chairs and .signalled the 
engineer to send the cage down to the 
1,000-foot lever. The cage passed down, 
and although the engineer slowed up in 
passing, or attempting to pass, the 500- 
foot station, the cage caught poor How- 
ick and simply crushed him to death. The 
temporary platform of course held the 
cage, and Baxter, fearing an accident, 
Went down the hidderway, to find the 
mangled remains of Howick underneath 
the cage. Howii !; was a married man, 
and leaves a wife and two small chil- 
dren to mourn his untimely end.

Mr. Allangham said to-day that should 
a representative Canadian team be sent 
Hint it. would cost $10,000, but if a Bri- 
tish Columbia team were sent the ex- 
pense could be reduced to about $7,000, 
and he believed that the net gate receipts 
from six big games together with the 
$3,000 promised would pull them through 
nicely. Mr. Allangham has almost dis- 
parred of getting a team together, repre- 
sentative of all Canada, owing to the 
many difficulties in the way, and is going 
to seo how many of the world beating 
Westminster team can and will take the 
tiip to Australia, with the idea of filling 
up the places of those who cannot go 
with Victoria and Vancouver cracks. 
It is very desirous that lovers of Amateur 
sport, in Victoria, Vancouver and New 
Westminster should take an interest in 
tliio contemplated trip now, at once. If 
the scheme could be made a success it 
would be a big advertisement for British 
Columbia.
